Winnipeg, -Sept. 29.—A committee 
has been formed here whose duty it 
will be to see that all British harvest- 
ers who choose to remain in Manitoba 
are placed at farm work during the 
winter. The committeee wds chosen 
following a meeting of representatives

ing, stated that “any farmer, pool or 
non-pool member, delivering grain to 
either pool or line country elevators, 
can demand tickets in form as pro- 
vided by the Grain Act. " -In_ other 
' words, while the elevator companies 
will probably insist on using the new 
form of ticket, no grower need ac. 
cept it and may, if he wishes, demana! 


a form of ticket which will retain for | 


him the title to his grain and the right 
to decide that it must be consigned to 
a pool terminal. 


While officials of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool were disinclined to discuss the 
matter for publication, managers of 
! line elevators stated that once a farm- 
er signed a pool contract he had no’ 
| say at all in the findl destination of! 
the .wheat after delivery to an ele- 
vator as the ownership of the grain 


automatically passed to the pool upon 


to terminal elevators. That, 
stated, was inaccordance with 
pool notwithstanding any provision in 
ithe Canada Grain! Act. If a line ele-

WILD OATS CAUSE 

' BIGGEST: WEED Loss 


t 


“Wild-oats are enattiie the farmers 
of this province a greater dollar and 
cents loss than any other one weed,” 
stated W. J. Stephens, field crops com- 
missioner, who has just returned to 
his office ‘from another trip. Mr. 
Stephens has recently inspected many 


-}acres of field crops and the heavy per- 


centage of wild oats prevalent in many 
fields means a large dockage to the 
grower with consequent freight. with- 
out returns for the outlay. 

If care is not taken to eradicate the|_ 
sow thistle, it will soon be as bad a 
Menace as it is now in Manitoba, he 
‘added. There is the fact that the 
seed blows so far that makes it a seri- 
ous matter-for all. Quite different is 
the wild oat which hurts most the 
farmer on whose land it is permitted 
to Brow. 

Wild oats can be eradicated by vig- 
orous summerfallow cultivation. Mr. 
Stephens advises that farmers having 
polluted land which they plan to 
summerfallow next’ year, should skim- 
plow the stubble now, or if that can’t 
be done disc such-fields so that the 
wild-oats may be covered and will ger- 
minate with the early spring. Having 
given the wild oats a good start, re- 
peated cultivation will then do more 
to kill them out than if they were 
piowed down deep in the spring to 
give trouble later.

It is quite possible that the acquisi- 


tion of ‘the Edmonton and Dunvegan|]~ ; 


line by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
may lead to the opening up of another 
port in northern British Columbia to 
furnish a new outlet for Peace River 
grain. Several possible routes have 
been examined. Extension. of the 
line to the Pacific ‘coast would prob- 
ably tap much rich mineral country, 
including some of the finest coal 
flelds in Canada. It would also pene- 
trate country ‘where’ there is timber 
and water power which would ‘mean 
more new paper mills, Cheap ‘power 
would also be an important factor in 
the opening up of flour mills and the 
milling of flour in Canada. ‘for. ‘export 
to Japan and China may, well become 
an. important industry in the years 
ahead. 


It may seem a far cry from the 
Peace River to the Yangtse, but ‘Cana- 
dian trade may benefit: ‘enormously by 
the coming industrialization. ‘of China’ 
Eventually, when, stable ‘government 
is established in: China,’ there will be 
a big influx of western capital. The 
purchasing power,.of:Chinese indus- 
trial workers will increase. The

In your first numbor, His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor set forth so 
clearly and cogently the advantages 
of modern planning. in towns and vil- 
lages that it is scarcely necessary for 
me to cover the same ground. It is 
quite evident that it is the intention 
of your government to provide Alberta 
with the best possible legislation 
for town and rural planning, ‘but 
this itself will not certainly assure 
orderly development of the rural and 
urban districts of Alberta unless the 
local authorities and officials co-oper- 
ate with the government and supply 
the local initiative and ‘energy so 
indispensable to the progress of this 
movement. 

There is what appears to be a perm- 
anent division of opinion as to whether 
obligatory or permissive town and 
rural planning legislation is the better 
ana quicker method. Some countries 
have adopted one method and some 
{the other. But there is no doubt that 
whatever the type of legislation, the 
lsecret of progress is local initiative, 
the willingness of local officials to get 
themselves into line with new scien- 
tific concepts of local government and 
_to organize their forces to make bet- 
ter planning possible. 

I am strongly convinced, also, that 
the women of Alberta should be call- 
ed in to take a prominent part in this 
work. They have already shown their 
capacity for vital leadership in many 
directions. That phase of town plan- 
ning which calls for better develop- 
ment and arrangement of houses and 
home areas deals with their intimate 
interests and should therefore invite 
and enlist their co-operation. In a 
country of great spaces such as our 
own there can be no excuse for the 
congested living that has wrought 
such grave mischief in the older 
countries. Home areas can be devel- 
oped where there is plenty of light, 
air, sunshine and play room for child- 
ren. I am sure that the women of 
Alberta would welcome -a considered 
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movomont In Alborta to this ond and 
would offor tho ‘bost Ikind of sorvico, 

Porhaps I nood not remind you that 
wo aro Iiving in a motor ago, oxcopt 
that wo aro all disposed to forgot tho 
fact, With tho {mmonso rovonuo that 
is bolng roapod all ovor tho world 
from tho wonderful oxpansion of travol 
by automobile, thero has como a new 
nood and a new opportunity to pay 
more attention to the countryside, to 
keop and maiko it attractive to tour 
ists, so that thoy will visit it with 
more frequency and in largor num- 
bers, Tho cultivation of tourist traf- 
fle may bo sald now to be a phaso of 
social and economic science. The 
fruit of tt cannot be reaped excopt by 
thought; by preserving and creating 
the inducemonts to travel, In the 
Province of Alberta, go rich in natural 
beauty, the preservation of the amen- 
ities of the countryside need cost lit. 
tle more than intelligent thinking. 
Roads there must be for purposes of 
communication and trade. But, If 
roads are at the same time made 
attractive they will now serve the 
double purpose of promoting pleasure 
travel which instinctively avoids what 
is ugly and untidy, 

It will not be unknown to your 
members that something like 600 
cities, towns and villages of the United 
States have adopted zoning ordin- 
ances, such as His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor advocates in 
your columns, and that about the 
same number of towns in Great 
Britain have taken similar action. 
Planning for villages, towns, cities and 
even for large regions has been adopt- 
ed in many parts of the world. The 
men behind this movement are stud- 
ents of applied science—science ap- 
plied to the living and working con- 
ditions of mankind. In the United 
States, business men—such as real 
estate brotherhoods and manufactur- 
ers—are strongly behind the move- 
ment. It would seem that, with the 
removal of the fear and distress of 
international conflict the thinking of 


nations has turned to the improvement |. Carter, 


of the physical conditions of living in 
town and country, since history has 
proved without a doubt that such con- 
ditions determine the success and 
contentment of their populations.
